NEW YORK (NJP) — A New York investment broker who

Israel to the Arabs.” 


The analysis by the hard-headed businessman received na- 


tional] attention, and was soon 
being sought in reprints for fur- 
ther distribution. 

ARNOLD BERNHARD, head 
of the company by the same 
name, told The Post that the 
reaction to his article was over- 
whelmingly favorable, Bernhard 
said he is not a Jew. 

The brochure, entitled, “The 
Partition of Israel and Loss of 
the Middle East,” showed the 
West as agreed on three points: 

“First, isolate Israel as a moral 
pariah. Second, mount another 
invasion, this time making sure 
that Arab power is overwhelm- 
ing. Third, step in to ‘mediate’ 
the deplorable dispute, calling 
upon both sides, under God, to 
accept a peaceful adjudication. 
which would turn out to be the 
Eden plan or something like it.” 


THE BROCHURE then de- 
clared that: “A few things, how- 
ever, are not going as well as 
might have been hoped.” It went 
on to show how Russia would 
outbid the West at every step, 
making the present policies of 
the West only lead to disaster. 

Bernhard told The Post that 
he hag received only a few com- 
plaints about the article, which 
is copyrighted. He said he wrote 
the article as “a public service 
report, believing events in the 
Middle East in the long run af- 
fect one and all Americans.”

UN Move To Delay 
Answer To Israel's 
Plea To Buy Arms

come of the Security Council’s present discussion of the peren« 


nial “Palestine Question,” which 


was dumped into its lap by the 


United States last week, the immediate result will be to delay 
again America’s answer to Israel’s request for arms. 


There are many here who be- 
lieve that this will be about all 
that will be “accomplished.” 

Already there has been a de- 
lay in the voting to “implement 
a plan in America’s resolution 
to meet a situation which Wash- 
ington has called “urgent”, On 
the plea of the Arab _ states, 
backed firmly by the Soviet Un- 
ion, the Council voted on Mon- 
day to delay final consideration 
of America’s resolution until 
April 3. This was done despite 
the fervent plea for speed by 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., of the 
American delegation, who was 
supported by his Western col- 
leagues, 

THE COUNCIL was to meet 
again on Wednesday (March 28) 
to hear the viewpoints of Israel, 
Syria, Jordan, Lebanon = and 
Egypt. 

Anyone who sat in on the Se- 
curity Council meeting, just sev- 
eral hours before Jews all over 
the world sat down to commem- 
orate Israel’s liberation from the 
Egyptians, and saw Israel’s Abba 
Eban and Jordan’s Abdul Monem 
Rifai separated by an empty 
chair at the Council table must 
have been impressed by the 
enormity of the task that Wash- 
ington, with the reluctant back- 
ing of Paris and London, is try- 
ing to give to Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold. 

THE SEPARATION of the Is- 
raeli and Jordanian representa- 
tives by a chair was not Only a 
graphic sign of the wide gulf 
between the Jewish State and its 
Arab neighbors but also unique 
for the UN itself, for Israel has 
been sitting between Iraq and 
Lebanon in the General Assem- 
bly, with nothing but an icy re- 
serve between Mr. Eban and his 
neighbors as a barrier, since it 
became a member.

for defensive arms to meet the 
overwhelming threat of the 
Czech-Russian arms deal with 
Egypt.

No sooner had Egypt an- 
nounced its co-operation with 
Washington’s move in the UN 
when its fellow Arab states came 
down on it like one of the 
plagues, 


SYRIA AND Lebanon called 
the other Arab states involved 
in the armistices with Israel into 
a meeting which was held Mon- 
day prior to the Council session 
and was going on until minutes 
before it opened. Egypt went 
along reluctantly with the other 
three in seeking delay. 

Arkady Sobolev of the Soviet 
Union, who had indicated to this 
writer that he would not oppose 
the American resolution but 
rather welcomed the idea of 
bringing the matter to the UN 
(NJP, March 23, 1956), backed 
the Arabs’ plea for postponement, 
although he scrupulously re- 
frained from discussing the issue 
itself, 

MR. LODGE r@gcalled that since 
the armistices were signed in 
August, 1949, the “Palestine 
Question” has appeareg on the 
Security Council’s agenda no 
fewer than 90 times—more than 
any other question before the 
United Nations.

He had been a member of the 
Central Committee of the Miz- 
rachi Organization, when the 
Russians occupied Brisk.

Schwartz had been the chair- 
man of the Poale Zion in Brisk. 
He was sentenced to ten years 
in Siberia, and released after 13 
years.

Reform Laymen 
Rejected Move 
On Desegregation 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Reform laymen of the South rejected a 
resolution supporting the Supreme Court decision barring segre- 
gation, an article in the current issue of Congress Weekly, organ 
of the American Jewish Congress, asserted this week. 

Writing on “Klan Without Hoods,” Harry L. Golden and Julian 

Scheer, told of the meeting in @ 
January of this year when “a 
resolution offer by Rabbi Ja- 
cob Rothschild of Atlanta up- 
holding the Supreme Court de- 
cision was defeated by the lay- 
men at the regional convention 
of the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations held in 
Birmingham.” 

THE ARTICLE told of a “Vir- 
ginia delegate (who) argued 
that he had been warned by 
many of his customers not to 
‘take up for the Negro.’” 

Other delegates to the same 
convention reported similar in- 
cidents, the article added. 

“Rabbi Roland Gittleson of 
Boston delivered the principal 
address,” the article continued,

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Baehr Sees Thompson Group Preparing U. S. To Accept Arab War On Israel

HARRISBURG, Pa. (NJP) — 
The Rev. Karl Baehr told a pub- 
lic rally here that the actions of 
the “Dorothy Thompson group” 
and the American Friends of the 
Middle East seem to be setting 
up Americans to accept a re- 


newal of fighting in that area of, 


the world by labeling Israel as 
a scapegoat. Rev. Baehr ig ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Ameri- 


can Christian Palestine Com- 
mittee. 

Speaking as a “Christian con- 
cerned with fhe Middle East 
area,” he tolg an audience that 
included members of the Har- 
risburg Ministerium, “I never 
cease to marvel at the receptiv- 
ity of people to prejudiced re- 
marks. Anti-semitism is one of 
the sins of the Christian world 
and now, through the action of 
these propaganda groups, Zion- 


ism has suddenly become a 
naughty word. 

“I have found that the motives 
of the first Zionists were of the 
highest ideals and this has not 
changed,” he declared. “Of 
course, there is nothing perfect 
about any social: movemént, in- 
cluding our Own American Revo- 
lution. Certainly there are a few 
extremists in any country. Amer- 
ica, however, is not to be judged 
by its Communists or McCar- 


thyists and Israel should not be 
judged by its extremists either.” 

The widely traveled pastor ne- 
gated the implied blame for Mid- 
East troubles on Israel by quot- 
ing an Iranian professor who 
told him, “If Israel, by some 
miracle, could be placed else- 
where in the world the conflict 
in the Mid-East ang in the Arab 
world would be every bit as bad 
as it is today and _ perhaps 
worse.” 


The Rev. Baenr closed his 
remarks by voicing the predic- 
tion that “the Holy Land once 
again will carry forth light to 
the world. A re-born Israel and 
a re-born Arab world will heip 
bring this about.”

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Vulgarization of Jewish Weddings Hit, Rabbi Calls for Jewish Music 


By ESTHER GORDON

NEWARK—Dr. Joachim Prinz, spiritual leader 
of Temple B’nai Abraham (Conservative), has at- 
tacked modern Jewish wedding rites, asserting that 
they are undergoing a process of secularization and 
vulgarization. 

In an article appearing in The Jewish News, 
organ of the Jewish Community Council here, Dr. 
Prinz said that synagog weddings have become a 
rarity, because ceremonies are usually held in 
hotels or catering establishments. There, he said, 
the ceremony is “a strange and inorganic inter- 
lude between the inevitable hors d’oeuvres and 
liquor served before . .. and the festivities that 
follow.” 

IN CONTRAST, he said, “among Christians, 
it is unheard of for a wedding not to take place 
in the church.” 


The music during the ceremony, he said, con- 
sists of tunes written “by the rabid anti-Semite, 
Richard Wagner, and a converted Jew, Felix Men- 


delssohn-Bartholdy ... (and) songs selected from ° 


the trashiest of popular musical literature.” 

Dr. Prinz appealed to the Synagogue Council 
of America, the United Synagogue of America and 
the Union of Hebrew Congregations to hold a na- 
tional contest among contemporary Jewish com- 
posers to write music for a Jewish wedding so that 
there would be no need to resort te Wagner or 
Mendelssohn. 

HE TOLD The Post that he has not yet re- 
ceived any response from these organizations, but 
that he will endeavor to get them together to spon- 
sor such a contest. 

“If these efforts fail,” he said, “I will talk to 
various composers at the School of Sacred Music 
of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations. 


If nothing happens then, my congregation will, by 
itself or in conjunction with other congregations, 


run the contest.” 

At wedding ceremonies held_in Temple B'nai 
Abraham, Dr. Prinz told The Post that “the trashy 
music is omitted.” It is replaced by an arrange- 
ment of the Biblical Song of Songs, written by Max 
Helfman, noted Jewish composer and former music 
director of the temple. 

DR. PRINZ also attacked the use of “not a 
noble silver goblet, but a glass obtained from a 
5-and-10-cent store” for benedictions over the wine, 
He added that photographers and the use of re- 
cording machines are ‘a‘ degradation of a cere- 
mony of such significance and importance.” 

He said that a united rabbinate, which would 
hold steadfastly to principles, could solve the 
problem. 





GLUBB PASHA HAS MEDICINE FOR DICTATORS 


NEW YORK—Glubb Pasha, 
dismissed by King Hussein of 
Jordan as head of the Arab Le- 
gion, attributed Is ouster and 
England’s rebuff to the dictators 
and racketeers.

Few Calls For 
Kosher Meat 


NEWARK, N. J. (NJP) — Al- 
though Beth Israel Hospital here 
has been stocking pre-packaged 
frozen kosher meat meals for 
more than a month, the hospital 
receives few requests for them, 
an Official told The National 
Jewish Post. 


“APPARENTLY,” says Ellis 
Behrman, hospital director, “the 
patients don’t like the way they 
taste.” 

Behrman said he introduced 
the frozen, aluminum foil pack- 
ages, complete with disposable 
knives, forks and spoons, at the 
urging of lay leaders among the 
Jewish community of Essex 
County. 


“WE HAD NO difficulty with 
the rabbis,” he explained. “They 
were satisfied with the kosher 
dairy meals which we had been 
offering and which we still of- 
fer.” 

Because the patient popula- 
tion of Beth Israe] is predomi- 
nantly non-Jewish, the cost of 
maintaining a kosher meat kitch- 
en had been prohibitive, Behr- 
man said. Only 48 per cent of 
the patients in the hospital are

U. S. SAILORS SEE ISRAEL FOR FIRST TIME; 
THEY TELL NJP REPORTER THEY LIKE IT

What does the average American sailor think about the Jewish State? 


The answer is simple: 
before called on Israeli ports. 


He never gave it a second thought, since American Navy ships never 


Now, however, that the United States State Department decided to put some pressure on 
Israel by dispatching the United States Sixth Fleet to Israeli ports, the American sailors from 


the 34th Destroyer division, have 
had their first opportunity to 
see Israel for themselves and to 
form their own opinions. 

This correspondent has talked 
at length with dozens of Amer- 
ican sailors, specifically avoid- 
ing the Officers and brass who 
may have been informed of Is- 
rael before calling here. 

Singled out by this writer for 
special interviews were Charles 
D. Adams, 22, a Negro from Mo- 
bile, Ala.. ang a steward in the 
U.S. Navy; Lawton P. Borkhard, 
of Boston, Mass., a 19-year-old 
sonar man, and Davig Sokol, 21, 
of Bronx, N. Y., a radar man 
aboard one of the destroyers, and 
one of the few Jews serving with 
the 34th Destroyer division. 
What do the three men think 
about Israel? 


CHARLES D. ADAMS said: 
“Israel seems to be a paradise 
for Negroes. It most certainly 
looks like One of the freest coun- 
tries in the world. 

“IT have been to many other 
countries,” he said “. . . Greece, 
Turkey, Egypt, Lebanon, Italy, 
France, Spain, England, Nor- 
way, Partugal. 

“They all don’t discriminate 
against the colored folks, but 
when they talk to you and treat 
you on equal terms you feel they 
don't do it natural, only like a 
favor.” ; 

He continued, “Egyptians are 
dark themselves so there is no 
question about it, but Israel is 
the first country where the white 
people don’t pay any attention 
to the color of your skin. If you 
ask me, I got a feeling that Is- 
raelis even prefer Negroes to 
whites. I went to Nazareth, Ti- 
berias and Mount Carmel,” he 
said, “and I know how to say in 
Hebrew “Kushi Yaffeh” (hand- 
some Negro). I learned the words 
from a blonde Israel Navy girl 
who came aboard our ship to 
distribute newspapers and books 
on Israel among the crew .. .” 


LAWTON P. BORGHARD had 
this to say: “I think Israel is too 
damn quiet. 

Why, the other day I spent six 
hours walking the downtown 
Haifa streets, getting in and out 
of night clubs and dance halls 
looking for a girl,” he said. 

Back in Beirut, Naples, Mar- 
Seilles or Barcelona, all you have 
to do when you go ashore is to 
whistle and you have a hundred 
girls. from 15 to 50, crowding 
you, all set to give you a good 
time,” he added. 

“A fellow just can’t have a 
good time here,” he stated. “Your 
beer is good ang cheap, though” 
he concluded. 


DAVID SOKOL said: “My old 
man never went for all this Jew- 
ish stuff. My brother married a 
gentile girl and I myself never 
went to a synagog in my life.” 

“I never thought much about 
Israel,” he said, “but I tell you, 
When we sailed into Haifa, I saw 
the Jewish ships and the Jewish 
flags and something deep in here 
clicked. You could just hear that 
click. When the chief said to me, 
“Well, Dave, here you Jewboys 
have a regular Navy with ko- 
Sher ships.” I realized that he 
was ribbing me, but I was proud 
instead of getting mad. 

“I am an American and I tell 
you frankly I don’t want to live 








in Israel. America is my home,” 
he said. 

“But I tell you I am really 
proud of Israel. I like the coun- 
try, I like the people and I like 
to hear Hebrew spoken in the 
streets though I don’t understand 
a word of it. 

It’s just like when a guy mar- 
ries,” he explained. “He belongs 
to the wife but he loves his own 
family too. 

“I belong te American people 
but I love Israeli people too. 

“What really gives me a kick 
though is that Haifa is the first 
port we hit where there are no 
pimps mojesting you on the 
streets.” 

He said he was also surprised 
to see there were no drunks on 
the streets. 

“tT met some _ lovely local 
girls,” he said, “but they didn’t 
cost me any money, just a few 
drinks ang a cab ride. Nobody 
asks you for smokes here, the 
way they do in other countries,” 
he went on. “I didn’t know there 
were that many colored Jews, 
though,” he concluded. 

THE ISRAEL press savagely 
attacked the U.S. Navy for re- 
fusing to salute Israel with a 21- 
gun salute, (One of the Ameri- 
can destroyer captains said he 
was under orders from the State 


Department not to fire a salute 
so ag not to give any offense to 
the Arabs for honoring the Jew- 
ish State.) 

The thousands of American 
sailors were given the most cor- 
dial reception by the Israel Navy 
and Haifa’s population. The Is- 
rael Navy sent buses and guides 
to show the visitors around the 
Haifa, Galilee and Tiberias dis- 
tricts. 

The U.S. Navy shore patrol 
teamed up with the Israeli mili- 
tary police to patrol the streets 
of Haifa in MP jeeps, but there 
was no trouble at all reported. 

Although many were disap- 
pointed at the total absence of 
honkytonks, in Haifa, as they 
found in other Mediterranean 
ports, no one got drunk or got 
in fights with local citizens or 
sailors, except for one case where 
six American sailors got into a 
fight with a cab driver, and 
wrecked the cab. 

Payment of damages was pro- 
mised the cab driver through the 
American embassy in Tel Aviv. 

The reason the American sail- 
ors found no girls walking the 
streets of Haifa, say the police, 
was that the police arrested many 
of the city’s prostitutes, and 
warned others that the same 
would happen to them, if caught.

IT WAS Yom Kippur, 1944. 

A short time previously my 
Army medical unit had landed 
in Normandy and was stationed 
in a field awaiting orders to 
proceed up front. Another unit 
down the road had an Army 
chaplain conducting services so 
that all Jewish personnel in that 
area could attend. 

At the morning service, those 
of us lucky to have parents, 
broke away during the Yizkor. 
My buddy, Wallace Llewellyn 
Faust, a Seventh-Day Adventist 
of remote Welsh-German ancegs- 
try, who lived in Michigan, 
stayed with me. ... He used to 
like to accompany me to serv- 
ices because, as he said, our 
Sabbaths coincided. 

This atonement day was no 
exception and Wally (God bless 
him wherever he is) thought it 
natural to sit beside me at Kol 
Nidre, and the following ‘morn- 
ing at the continuing service. He 
followed the English most read- 
ily and where there was Hebrew 
translation he made every ef- 
fort to enunciate this strange 
tongue to him in his accent. 

WHILE ON the “Yizkor 
break,” I was growing weak 
with hunger from the fast. As 
the sun sank lower in the Nor- 
mandy sky it would soon be 


time to return for the conclud- 
ing service, but I thought I had 
enough fasting and went to- 
ward the mess tent. 

Meanwhile, Wally sensed my 
intention and grabbed my arm, 
He said he couldn’t see a good 
Israelite running out on Ado- 
nai. His lips were parched. [It 
suddenly dawned on me that 
Wally fasted too as he never 
left my side. 

I felt ashamed of myself but 
Waily assured me he understood 
and said he felt he fulfilled a 
Christian duty in honoring Yom 
Kippur. 

WE RETURNED to conclud- 
ing services after which the 
mess department, knowing of 
the fast of the Jewish men, pre- 
pared as go0d a meal as possible 
on Army rations. Even some 
wine, purchased from local resi- 
dents, added a little zest. After 
all this Wally commended me 
but let me ask the world: “Who 
really should be commended?” 

Again I say God bless Wally 
wherever he is today.

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Foster Homes 
Hard To Find 


NEWARK, N. J. (NJP)—The 
reported nation-wide lack of Jew- 
ish foster homes extends only 
partially to this metropolitan 
North Jersey area, according to 
Irving Greenberg of the Jewish 
Child Care Association of Essex 
County, 

Greenberg declareg that his or- 
ganization has a “goodly supply” 
of such homes but sometimes 
has difficulty finding places for 
infants up to 5 years old and 
adolescents Over 13 requiring 
special care. Foster homes, he 
explained, are for children sepa- 
rated, for one reason or another, 
from their parents and unable 
to be placed for adoption. 


“TO TAKE care of the babies, 
we have one non-Jewish home 
on which we depend from time 
to time,” the veteran social work- 
er said. “These people are very 
reliable ang they will accept in- 
fants where other families won’t. 
We have been using them for 
years, and they are one of the 
best.” 

For the adolescents, Green- 
berg said, the agency has to 
“scrounge around” before find- 
ing a foster home. 


“WE USUALLY end up getting 
Jewish families for these chil- 
dren, but we have to dig for 
them.” 

Greenberg said the probable 
reason for the fact that this area 
is relatively unaffected by the 
Jewish foster home shortage is 
that there are so few children to 
place. In populous Essex County, 
there now are only 14 Jewish 
children in foster homes, 

If it is difficult finding Jewish 
foster homes for Jewish chil- 
dren, it certainly isn’t difficult 
finding permanent homes for 
them, Greenberg added. Last 
year, his agency had three Jew- 
ish children up for adoption and 
a waiting list of 50 prospective 
parents to receive them.

Different sort of 
program notes would have ob- 
viated the necessity Of a narra- 
tor. Indeed, a recording made in 
Peerce’s home, with the result- 
ing and bustling of 50 relatives 
and friends, murmured conver- 
sation, voices of children, the 
spoken responses, and so forth, 
would have been a novelty and 
attraction. 


ALL ELSE is good. We feel 
most audiences might have liked 
more Peerce and less choir, of 
which there seems to be a lot. 
It is good, nevertheless, to know 
that the ritual is accomplished 
with vocal beauty ang with au- 
thenticity. 

Peerce’s warm tenor, which 
arouses tender feeling in many 
a Jewish heart, is used here to 
best advantage. The choir, sing- 
ing the arrangements of Abra- 
ham Ellstein, is excellently 
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trained. The musie was selected 
and composed by Ario S. Hyams, 
and direction was by Barry 
Hyams, all of whom acquit them- 
selves well. 


AS WE SAY, recording an act- 
ual seder is One way, and an in- 
timate way, of doing it. Victor’s 
way is no less desirable, and it 
does have Jan Peerce doing what 
comes naturally.

CLOSE FOLLOWERS of this 
column may remember that on 
more than one occasion we 
wished to hear Sidor Belarsky, 
our lullaby favorite, in Russian 
opera, particularly in “Boris 
Godounoff.” As a prime basso 
cantante of Yiddish and Hebrew 
folk songs, the deep, velvety tex- 
ture of Belarsky’s voice and 
“Boris” would go together, we 
felt, like a Cossack and vodka. 

We have had our wish. “Rus- 
sian Operatic Arias” (RCA Vic- 
tor. is the vehicle, selections 
from six operas the medium, 
for our illusion, and it crumpled 
like a tear-stained tissue. Belar- 
sky has the feeling for Russian 
psyche, yes, but beyond that we 
grimace with pain at a duckling 
aspiring to swanhood. 

Opera is one thing, folk song 
another. Opera is pitiless, folk 
song nostalgic. In opera, one 
has it or not, while nostalgia 
covers a lot of Octaves. Belar- 
sky’s shortcOmings are plainly 
in view, and we wish they were 
not. Back to the campfire, Sidor! 


FRAIDELE Lipschitz, a lady 
with a pleasant voice, sings nine 
“Jewish Children’s Folk Songs” 
on a noisy Tikva record. These 
are the sort of ditties children 
are fondly supposed to sing skip- 
ping to school or around the 
house. We’re willing to concede 
that the ones we know are delin- 
quent, but if Tikva corrals a 
dozen youngsters naive enough 
to take sustenance from’this pap, 
we will consume our words, sy!- 
lable by syllable. 


MORE important is a Tikva 
etching of eight numbers from 
Abraham Goldfaden’s operetta, 
“Shulamith,” with Miss Lipschitz 
and Raymond Smolover, a tenor. 
This is the first recording we 
know of with any extended re- 
presentation from a Goldfaden 
work, and as such has more 
value than Tikva recorded it. 
Goldfaden’s most beloved stage 
work contains many cherished 
chestnuts, among them “Raisins 
and Almonds” and “Flicker, Fire, 
Flicker.” 

Proper perspective would have 
“Shulamith” recorded in full, 
with orchestra and a cast, and 
beamed at a general market. Of 
course, it would have taken all 
of Tikva’s budget, but it would 
have made money, too. 


TIKVA GIVES it a tenor and 
soprano, both suiteqg to their 
parts, as it happens, a vile piano, 
an inconsequential fiddle, a nar- 
rator whose script reduces the 
gentle “Shulamith” to soap op- 
era, and a poor recorded sur- 
face. 

We believe much of Goldiaden, 
carefully performed and _ ade- 
quately bruited about, would find 
a larger market than Jewish re- 
cording firms realize. This is a 
record to buy, but Tikva missed 
the: boat.

and sing him a

An obvious explanation is that 
the tradition holds God to be the 
prime mover.

Melt the chocolate in the top of 
the double boiler. Add 2 cups of 
the milk and the sugar, coffee, 
salt and matzo farfel. Cook over 
hot water, stirring frequently 
about 10 minutes until thickened.

Add to the hot 
mixture. Stir well. Add butter 
and nuts and ‘continue cooking 
until the mixture thickens again. 
Pour into individual dessert 
dishes, Chill. May be garnished 
with whipped cream or nuts or 
shaved chocolate.

ing the Pharaoh with the attri- 
butes of Godhead. The sages 
knew how profoundly impelled 
man is to shrink the far off d- 
vine event into proportions that 
are manageable ang familiar, 

They knew that Moses would 
be a constant temptation to fill 
that vacuum between man’s far- 
thest imaginative reaching to- 
ward God ang the inscrutable, 
ineffable, unattainable ideal it- 
self. Therefore they insisted on 
not making known his burial 
place. Too many gods rise from 
the tombs of the revered. They 
emphasized Moses’ sins and 
shortcomings, They excluded his 
name from the great folk cele- 
bration of thesExodus. 


BUT THE figure of Moses, 
nevertheless, looms granite-like 
over the Seder and evokes the 
confession in the 13 principles 
of Maimonides: “I believe with 
perfect faith that the prophecy 
of Moses our teacher, peace be 
unto him, was true, and that he 
was the chief of the prophets, 
both of those that preceded and 


{{ those that followed him.” 


Heinrich Heine, the 100th an- 
niversary of whose death we 
celebrate this year, also came to 
reappraise the character of 
Moses. As a blithe Hellene, Heine 
had first developeg a sharp dis- 
taste for the lawgiver. He con- 
sidered Moses as a_bluenosed 
Puritan, a fanatical killjoy, pas- 
sionately engaged in coldly chis- 
eling “Thou shalt nots” in stone. 


WITH MATURITY and great- 
er knowledge, Heine came to re- 
gard Moses as “a great’ artist 
who built human pyramids, who 
took a poor shepherd family and 
created a nation from it, a great 
eternal holy people ... destined 
to outlive the centuries.” 

Heine predated many of the 
intellectuals of- our time, who, 
having danced on all the dancing 
floors of alien philosophies, have 
come home to Israel and to Is- 





rael’s faith,

WE THINK of thousands of 
less profound and subtle men

After six months in the kibbutz, 
Yehuda discovers he doesn’t love 
emotionless Yael any more, but he 
decides not to leave her. He con- 
templates leaving the country or go- 
ing to another kibbutz, but im- 
mediately rejects these possibilities 
in his mind.

Another alternative was to 
leave the kibbutz movement al- 
together and go into town. But 
when he thought of what he 
might do in town he could not 
identify himself with either the 
professional or the white-collar 
worker or the laborer. Although 
he had been brought up in an 
atmosphere where it had been 
taken for granted that he would 
be a lawyer, architect, doctor or 
engineer ilke all men of the so- 
cial circle in which his family 
had moved, and had assumed it 
himself until he had stopped car- 
ing what became of him as a re- 
sult of illness and shocks, the 
idea seemed now, even though 
he was well again, quite with- 
out interest. 


TO MAKE A living as clerk 
sitting in some office he did not 
even consider, and when he 
thought of earning his bread as 
a laborer, as One of the working 
class proper, he had to admit to 
himself, a little wryly perhaps, 
that the idea did not appeal to 
him in the least. To put aside 
one’s personal aspirations and 
talents in order to be a laborer 
in a kibbutz, thus playing one’s 
part in the creation of the peas- 
ant class which the country 
needed desperately in order to 
normalize itself from within as 
well as in relation to the out- 
side world—that was making 
history, that was noble and wor- 
thy, whereas to be a paid labor- 
er working solely for his own 
stomach, that was simply—ne- 
cessity! 

Yehuda preferred to feel noble 
and worthy! 


WHAT HAD actually happened 
to him was that he could not 
go backwards. The new values 
which he had adopted and ac- 


eepted were undeniable. He had, 
personally, accepted the fact 
that, as a member of a co-opera- 
tive group, his help in the build- 
ing up of the country was much 
more effective than it could be 
if he were on his own. 

He had also accepted the fact 
that the society that was being 
created within the social and 
economic framework of the kib- 
butz-movement, was the most 
worthy and fine kind of society 
which he could help to create 
and in which he could live. 

He had, in fact, accepted an 
ideaology. He had, besides, a 
genuine regard for the kibbutz 
in which he was living. It had 
become his home, and he did not 
wish to leave it and its people. 
After a year ang a half of com- 
munal life, of living with people 
who shared property, pleasures, 
sacrifices, the idea of those peo- 
ple who lived in and for their 
own four walls and brought up 
their children to be like them- 
selves seemed to him almost 
criminal and certainly empty 
and senseless. 


THESE THOUGHTS and im- 
pressions and their details passed 
through his mind as he worked 
with limbs aching and the sweat 
streaming down his face. They 
seemeq quite different now, in 
the glaring sunlight, from what 
they had been during his first 
months in the country, in the 
romantic moonlight and accom- 
panied by songs and _ inspiring 
lectures. 

Everyone who lives in a kib- 
butz relies to a very great ex- 
tent, by the very nature and 
purpose of the life he leads, on 
his work for his happiness. Ev- 
eryone naturally wants to do a 
job of work that is constructive 
in the sense that there are defi- 
nite results to be seen. Failing 
that, there must be an intrinsic 
interest in the work itself, re. 
gardless of results. 


THE MAN OR woman who 
works in the fields, builds houses 
or cares for livestock does not 
have to be intrinsically enthus- 
iastic about his work—his inter- 
est and satisfaction develops and 
grows with whatever he has 
sown, planted, built up or 
brought up to be healthy and 
well. He derives a very personal 
and most important contentment 
from seeing the practical results 
of his own labor. Quite apart 
from the conscious satisfaction 
he derives from tangibly build- 
ing for and with the commune 

It is one of the many inevit- 
able paradoxes of kibbutz life 
that by no means everyone is 
fortunate enough to do a job of 
this kind, and even less people 
are intrinsically fascinated by 
the job they do, as it essential, 
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for instance, in the care of chil- 
dren. These are points which 
cause much conflict and heart- 
ache. 


LUCKILY FOR Yehuda he did 
not have the work problem to 
contend with. He had been voted 
in control of a plot of ground 
rented from the nearby village 
which was being used for grow- 
ing green fodder for the dairy 
and other livestock. The plot 
comprised about 10 acres. All the 
work was done by hand because 
the young kibbutz owned no ag- 
ricultural machinery. Sometimes 
he had to have help, but as a 
rule he worked alone, left the 
settlement with a mule and emp- 
ty wagon at daybreak, and felt 
good out there. 

He enjoyed his body, the way 
it was clean and strong and ener- 
getic at the beginning of the 
day, the way it kept up its move- 
ments automatically and effici- 
ently later on after he had got 
his second wind, and the way it 
finally ached with a kind of ful- 
filled exhaustion at the end of 
the day. While he worked out 
there, when he thought at all, 
his thoughts were clear and 
practical. 


IT WAS ONLY toward eve- 
ning, when he drove back to the 
kibbutz, his wagon piled high 
with fragrant green fodder, that 
he began to be melancholy. Even 
in the kibbutz, he mused, a man 
cannot live on work alone. Nei- 
ther can he live on work and 
ideology alone. That is, if he is, 
like Yehuda, an ordinary intelli- 
gent kind of person who is not 
able, like the very great, to sac- 
rifice all ordinary needs and im- 
pulses to his ideology, nor, like 
the fool, to sacrifice all intelli- 
gence to his ideotogy. 

He realized, therefore, with 
his body wearieq by hard work 
and his mind wearied by the sun, 
and being in no mood for hero- 
ics nor for bluffing, himself, 
that he was ordinary and also 
intelligent, which realization is 
quite an achievement for a young 
man with an ideology and a ma- 
jor problem! 


THE NEXT step in his medi- 
tations was obvious. There was 
something very important miss- 
ing in his life, namely a woman 
and all the warmth and love and 
sweetness for wmnich she is sup- 
posed to, and sometimes does, 
stand. Well and that, once again, 
closed the vicious circle. There 
was no way out. He was in the 
kibbutz, he did not want to be 


anywhere else, he wanted to love’ 


a girl and be loved in return, but 
he could not leave Yael. What 
was he to do?

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Striké Settlement May 
Change Nation’s Character 








By CARL ALPERT 








HAIFA—While- attention abroad has been centered mainly on 
the political and border situation here, Israel has just gone through 
a quiet and peaceful revolution, but one which will nevertheless 
have a profound effect on the life of the country, on its economic 


‘security, and on the very character of the nation. 


Apparently only fragmentary reports have appeared in the 
overseas press regarding the demonstrations and 
strike held by the leading professional men of 
Israel—the employed doctors, lawyers, engineers, 
professors, top civil servants and others’ of 
similar nature. 

Their complaint was that the structure of 
the salary scale in Israel afforded them no ade- 
quate compensation for the years which they 
had invested in professional and academic pre- 
paration for their work. In most instances, 
they pointed out, bus drivers, taxi drivers and 
some classes of laborers earned more than they 





ALPERT 
did. Protests and demands for a greater salary differential were 
for a long time unheeded, and the professional groups finally 


emphasized their demands with a series of strikes, first last 
summer and fall, and again, finally, in February of this year. 
Why This Situation So 

The peculiarly equalitarian salary scale in Israel has been 
a result of the Socialist foundations of the land. The Utopian de- 
sire to treat all men as equals led to the institution of inequalities, 
and though Israel has long since abandoned the more impracti- 
cal aspects of an all-Socialist economy, the salary levels were 
little changed. 

The effects on Israel’s economy and general administration 
have been devastating. It has been almost impossible to keep 
good men in government employ except where individuals were 
prepared to make great financial sacrifices to serve the national 
interests. 

Scientists and engineers have been leaving Israel to take up 
more remunerative positions abroad—and those who have come 
from overseas to work in Israel, have found their idealism slipping 
away under the hard realities of an economic system which paid 
them salaries little more than those of filing clerks, scrubwomen 
and stevedores. 

Fought To Bitter End 

The battle lines were drawn by the employed physicians of 
the country, those drawing salaries from the various health serv- 
ices, sick insurance funds, and government departments. Ii 
takes courage for a doctor to go on strike at any time, but with 
the support of the other professional classes, the doctors launched 
their battle and carried it through to the bitter end. 

The Histadruth, Israel’s General Federation of Labor, un- 
animously opposed the strike, as did all the leaders of the Mapai 
party. The battle line was drawn along strictly economic lines. 
Professional and union organizations were torn asunder in the 
struggle, but the issue was clearly more than one of higher 
salaries. Is Israel to be a Socialist state, with individual enter- 
prise and individual initiative stifled in the name of egalitarian 
principles, or is Israel to be a modern capitalist state, based on 
progressive principles which, while affirming political equality of 
all citizens, nevertheless recognizes differences in talent, training, 
skill and initiative, and is ready to reward these accordingly? 

Among those battling the professional classes -were political 
leaders who had vowed to achieve pure Socialism in Israel. Among 
the doctors, lawyers, engineers and professors were many who 
had helped to create the Histadruth and believed in the trade 
union movement, but were willing to battle their own creation 
when they felt that it was throttling the proper development of 


the country. 


More Inviting For Professionals 
The strike lasted for 13 days. Government offices slowed 
down. Courts closed. The universities of the land suspended 


studies. Clinics and hospitals operated with skeleton staffs. But 
the strikers won their point, and the labor majority of Israel's 
present government capitulated. Conditions under which the 
cleaning woman in the courthouse could earn practically as much 
as the presiding judge are on their way out. 

The way is being cleared for the setting up of economic in- 
centives which will make it at last possible for more young pro- 
fessionals from abroad to come to Israel to contribute of their 
skills and their training without reducing their standard of living 
to a last common denominator. 

But as indicated above, more than the matter of salaries was 
Israel has taken another long step away from imprac- 


at stake. 
tical, doctrinaire equalitarianism, and will emerge on a much 
stronger basis with an economy based on enlightened progres- 


sive capitalism. 
This is the historic revolution which has taken place, while 
the attention of friends abroad has been centered on other_matters.

AFTER putting my readers on 
notice, I attempted to write a 
clear review.

Perhaps I took more pains to 
try to analyze its faults. In 
any case I cannot agree with 
Mr. Fineman that it is represent- 
ative of a dilemma. I believe it 
is the great fault of the book 
that it exaggerates -its ill-chosen 
problem. 


THE PLOT hangs on the prob- 
lem in Orthodox Jewish law of 
the aguna, the widow of some- 
one whose death is uncertified. 
Blankfort pretends that the law 
is so rigid as to cauSe a young 
American rabbi to accept it 
finally on faith. He contrives a 
situation to illustrate this. 


ALMOST everyone I know 
who has read the book feels that 
the situation is far too unusual 
to have meaning for us. In this 
connection I remarked that the 
story should have been set in 
Israel where it does have mean- 
ing. There, life-experience with 
the problem would show us how 
Judaism, even Orthodox Juda- 
ism today, can deal with such 
material. 


I happened to discuss this 


point at a temple in Malvern, 
L. I., and Rabbi Solomon Sha- 
piro at once confirmed my idea. 
As a rabbi in the d.p. camps 
shortly after the war, he en- 
countered scores of cases of this 
kind. “In 85 per cent of them,” 
he told me, “we were able to 
secure approval for remarriage, 
because the interpretation of 
evidence of the Orthodox rabbi- 
nate was not as rigid as it is 
pictured in this novel.” 

Plainly, the case is a set up, 
such as one might exptct from 
a Hollywood-trained writer. 

MY ANALYSIS of Blankfort’s 
past was strictly in terms of 
the habits of thought his part 
might have given him. Whether 
he meant the first-person narra- 
tor in his book, a Hollywood 
writer, to be taken 50, 60, or 
100 per cent as Michael Blank- 
fort is of tittle importance. The 
parallels are there, and any 
writer should stand ready io 


have examined the factors in 
his own life which contribute to 


his selection of material, and 
the way he treats it. 

I called the novel a conver- 
sion novel. Mr. Fineman points 
out that no character in it is, 
precisely, converted. Perhaps. 
But it is the reader who is sup- 
posed to be converted in this 
type of propaganda novel. 

HE POINTED out that Mr. 
Wouk and Mr. Blankfort seem 
to be attaching themselves to a 
neo-Orthodoxy started by Lud- 
wig Lewisohn, in literary circles. 
Recently, I re-read several of 


Lewisohn’s books, _ including 
“The Island Within,” which 
must remain a classic in our 


literature, representing the gen- 
eration of return just as fully 
as “The Rise of David Levin- 
sky” represented the generation 
of departure from the synagog, 

I ean only say, subiectively, 
that Lewisohn's return moved 
me, and seemed to come from 
the heart, while  Blankfort’s 
novel seems cooked up. Is it 
not significant that Lewisohn’s 
book immediately seized, and 


has held the attention of the 
community, while  Blankfort’s 
creates a sense of “this is fore 
eign to us.” 


AS FOR MR. 
feeling that the meaning of 
“The Strong Hand” is in the 
half-suggestion at the end, that 
a sanhedrin should again be 
evoked—-I think this ,is wishe 
reading. Certainly many of us 
are united in a wish for a less 
amorhous community. I have 
in this column even made the 
point that a central community 
mechanism is needed for the 
disposition of certain problems 
of ethics, and of cultural dee 
velopment, such as my very in- 
tense problem with the suppres- 
sion of my dramatization of 
Anne Frank’s Diary. 

But new communities will take 
new forms. A novel that seeks 
to present us with this need will 
not be built around a problem 
that is contrived and unrepre- 
sentative for this community. 

And one last word, since Mr,

We spent a few days in Toron- 
to, Canada, this week after an 
absence of seven or eight or 
more years, and it reminded us 
of nothing so much as Los An- 
geles. 

In Los Angeles, the rate of 
growth of the Jewish commu- 
nity ang the community at large 
was so rapid, that in a matter of 
months, the lower. estimate of 
the population made by the more 
cautious was soon exceeded and 
even those of the more enthusi- 
astic citizenry also in time came 
to be figures that were no long- 
er accurate. 


IF TORONTO isn’t growing 
that fast, it is still a city which 
has broken through the bound- 
aries that meant something in 
the past, and has now spread 
out all over the map. Especially 
the Jewish community, which 
has practically taken over the 
areas just north of Toronto and 
have brought with them all the 
aceoutrements, such as_ syna- 
gogs, Hebrew schools, kosher 
delicatessens and meat markets, 
and everything else which betok- 
ens a thriving Jewish life. 

One need only to take a guid- 
ed tour through the new Beth 
Tzedec synagog ($3,000,000 and 
no mortgage, if you please) to 
sense what is happening. 

As an inveterate lover of syn- 
agog architecture, we can report 
that this one has all the beauty 
and grace that you can want. It 
is so vast, however, that it re- 
quires some time before one is 
aware of the impact, and one 
must reserve a final decision for 
some time kater on, 

THE MAIN synagog seats 
something like 3,500, and must 
be considerably warmer when 
the congregation is present than 
when one views it as an empty 
auditorium. Yet there is a defi- 
nite sense of spirituality, and 
this is what is most important. 

As for all the school rooms, 
meeting halls, banquet rooms, 
chapel, and offices, these are 
hardly’ excelleg in any congrega- 
tion anywhere on the continent 
today, 

You'll be interesteg to learn 
that in both Beth Tzedec and in 
Holy Blossom, the Reform Con- 
grepgation, memberships have 
been closed for some time. The 
fermer has 1500 members and 
the latter 1200. 

THE CANADIAN Jewish com- 
munity is far superior to that of 
the U.S. in almost any area of 
comparison, It never left its 
moorings and as a consequence 
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never was carried away from its 
Jewish heritage. We can’t vouch 
for the accuracy of the state- 
ment, but we’re inclined to be- 
lieve that it’s true, that fully 
100 per cent of the Jews use 
only kosher food in their home. 
This is not to say that percent- 
age keeps a kosher home, be- 
cause inevitably there must be 
large numbers who do not keep 
separate dishes, etc. 

The Jewish population of To- 
ronto is something like 80,000, 
which would put it into the class 
of one of the ten largest Jewish 
communities on the continent. 

WITH THE expansion of the 
city and its cOncomitant econom- 
ic opportunities, the Jewish 
group’s economic resources have 
grown apace. Florida hotels were 
probably the first to understand 
this we suppose. As a result, you 
hear tales of tremendous for- 
tunes being built up by various 
enterprising Jewish _ business 
men. 

The community is not as young 
as you might think. Already Rab- 
bi Abraham Feinberg’s Temple 
Holy Blossom is making ar- 
rangements to mark its centen- 
ary next year, 

What makes a Jewish commu- 
nity, however, all other consid- 
erations aside, is its leadership. 
Toronto seems to have it, men 
and women, dedicated and cap- 
able. 

IN THIS connection, one of 
the pleasurable things that hap- 
pen to those of us who have to 
travel as part of their work, took 
place when in walking through 
the lobby of the King Edward 
Hotel, who should make his en- 
trance but Morris Speizman of 
Charlotte, N. C. 

And that gives me the para- 
graph or two with which to élose 
this “chair”. 

Out of this smal] Southern 
community of Charlotte, with 
perhaps 1500 Jewish families, if 
that many, hag come some of 
the influences that aré shaping 
the pattern of the U.S. Jewish 
community. Wildacres—the pro- 
liferating idea of the Jewish in- 
stitutes—was the brain child of 
Maurice Weinstein and I. D. 
“Dick” Blumenthal. The circuit 
riding rabbi was put into prac- 
tice for the first time in the US. 
through the same Dick Blumen- 
thal, and now Maurice Weinstein 
as head of the Education Com- 
mittee of the B’nai B'rith is en- 
gaged in the publishing of Jew- 
ish books that will also leave its 
mark on Jewish life. Then too 
we must not forget Harry Gold- 
en and his Carolina Israelite. 

MORRIS SPEIZMAN, just re- 
tired as president of his congre- 
gation and active in the work of 
the Jewish Theological Semi- 
nary, is the type of dedicated 
young person whom you are be- 
ginning to find everywhere in 
Jewish communities throughout 
the U.S. There aren’t enough like 
him to be sure, since he’s one 
who’s cOmmitted’to the process 
of educating himself as a Jew 
but he’s the backbone of the Jew- 
ish community and the assur- 
ance of its progress ang develop- 
ment.

of the Jewish faith, then we want to 
protest as vigorously as we know how. 

What Mr. Dulles has allowed to be 
perpetrated is as harmful to the posi- 
tion of the Jew as anything that any 
United States top official has ever done. 

WE DON’T BLAME Mr. Dulles for 
what he claims he has inherited in the 
way of practice, but we do blame him 
for not having taken any action—as far 
as we know—now that he has been fully 


ert of the harmful implications of 
situation. 

A number of B’nai B’rith lodges have 
protested to Mr. Dulles, and criticized 
him. 

If now the B’nai B’rith honors him, 
then is not there some confusion here? 

MR. DULLES does not seem to un- 
derstand the resentment of United States 
Jews and their full concern and feeling 
about their rights as citizens of this great 
democracy. If B’nai B’rith, in its eager- 
ness to have him grace their platform, 
can forget so easily, what must Mr. 
Dulles think about those of us who want 
him to know that he is wronging the 
United States Jew? 


HASTY ACTION BY METROPOLITAN RABBIS 


No one knows the extent of the dis- 
ruption which will follow in the wake 
of the new irrevocable decision of the 
United States-trained Orthodox Rabbi- 
nate to withdraw from associations in 
which Reform and Conservative rabbis 
are members. 

The action of the Metropolitan Region 
of the Rabbinical Council of America in 
rendering a decision on the much-debated 
issue (NJP, March 23, 1956), while the 
Law Committee of that body’s national 
organization was still considering the 
matter, seems unwise to say the least. 

VERY LIKELY the law committee’s 
decision would be the same as that of 
the 11 roshei yeshivot who (NJP, March 
9, 1956) declared in a psak din (rabbini- 
cal verdict) that such association was 
prohibited. But even so, the law com- 
mittee would have not only given the 
decision and its effects more considera- 
tion, but it would have added to the 
legality of the situation. 

But now that the Metropolitan Region 
of the Rabbinical Council of America 
has acted, there is no question but what 
the RCA’s law committee will hand 
down a similar decision. Its hand has 
been forced. 

WE STILL BELIEVE that the decision 
should be delayed, if at all possible. We 
believe that the rabbis in other parts of 
the country, away from the Atlantic Sea- 
board, who are just as dedicated as those

The letter is this week’s Freedom of 
the Press section deploring the disap- 
pearance to all intents and purposes of 
the Jewish Center from the front page 
of this newspaper, along, we presume, 
with other Anglo-Jewish papers, too, ex- 
cept on a local level, is not so much a 
criticism of the Jewish press as it is of 
the Jewish Center.

in New York, should have been given an 
opportunity to make their views known. 

The story in last week’s POST about 
Rabbi I. Usher Kirshblum’s refusal to 
permit a fund-raising dinner for an 
Orthodox institution to be held in his 
honor, serves only to illustrate the various 
avenues of conflict which now will be 
opened up. 

THE TWO developments in the Jew- 
ish community which have been most 
marked in recent years have both been 
favorable to Orthodoxy. One has been 
the trend toward the reintroduction of 
more Orthodox observances in the syna- 
gog, and the other has been the gradual 
rapprochement between the rabbis of 
all three wings of Judaism. 

These twin developments have served 
to establish the Orthodox rabbis as the 
equal of the Conservative and Reform 
rabbis in American Jewish life. Whether 
we like it or not, the fact remains that 
in the past few decades the Orthodox 
rabbi was largely ignored by the United 
States Jewish community. This situa- 
tion was fast being repaired. 

JUST WHAT will be the effect of the 
new situation on the status of the Orth- 
odox rabbi and Orthodoxy remains to 
be seen. We doubt that the status of 
either will be improved, and we’re fear- 
ful that both the growth of Orthodoxy 
and the equality of the Orthodox rabbi 
will be retarded.

go to the Jewish Center if one wants to 
entertain or to be entertained. 

When the emphasis on the social as- 
pects of the Center’s contributions to the 
Jewish community began to wane, the 
people who operated the Centers real- 
ized it, but were unable to come up with 
a substitute, or were unwilling to do so. 

Some changed to greater emphasis on 
solid Jewish educations work, recogniz- 
ing the new void existing in the Jew- 
ish group, and this was a new avenue 
for work of the Jewish Center.

The crisis was 
past, and by today, with emphasis on 
group work and with the superior under- 
standing that the social sciences have 
brought with them of the needs of the 
various age groups, the Centers began to 
recapture their place in Jewish com- 
munity life.

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Accuses Conservative Rabbis of Attempted Blackmail In Orthodox Withdrawal

The recent integration-separa- 

tion dispute has produced some 

interesting developments. 

For several weeks now there 
have been some ominous rumbl- 
ings of a possible economic bey- 
cott against Orthodox institu- 
tions by conservative Jews. It 
has been whispereg that Yeshiva 
University ,Medical School and 
many . other Orthodox ' institu- 
tions might be cut off from large 
sources Of income if the RCA 
Halacha (law) committee decid- 
ed for separation. 

These veiled threats have come 
out of the rumor stage into re- 
ality by the NJP publication of 
the letters by Rabbi Kirshblum. 
In these letters the rabbi with- 
draws his ecOnomic and moral 
support from twe well known 
Orthodox institutions because of 
the recent Psak Din (rabbinical 
verdict). 


IT IS APPARENT from these 
letters that heretofore the above 
gentleman has supported these 
institutions. He must have done 
this for one of two reasons; a) 
he really believed they are doing 
worthwhile work; or b) he had 
ulterior motives for his support, 
ie. being guest of honor, being 
called rabbi, etc. If the latter 
reason is true, and I choose not 
to believe so, his present stand 
is justified. 

I will, however, give him the 
benefit of the doubt, and assume 
that he supported these institu- 
tions sincerely, If so, why stop 
now? Is it because he hopes to 
change the attitudes of these in- 
stitutions by withholding his sup- 
port Duress, perhaps? Coer- 
cion? In plain language, black- 
mail? 

The answer is yes, and we are 
hearing more and more of this 


sort of threat on the part of the 
non-Orthodox elements. It is as 
if the Conservative movement 
had been paying for a hechsher 
all these years, and, now that 
the hechsher has been removed, 
refuses to pay the rabbi. 


THOSE WHO know the sin- 
cerity and honesty of Rabbi 


Kamenetsky ang the other great 
scholars involveq in the _ psak, 
know that blackmail will not 
change a psak din. Orthodoxy 
distinguishes itself by its “stiff- 
neckedness”, its resoluteness in 
the face of the temptations of 
expedience. 

It is apparent from all this 
that Conservative leaders are 
being disturbed by the consoli- 
dation of Orthodox ranks. Their 
mask of respectability as quali- 
fied Jewish religious leaders is 
being at long last removed from 
them by the Torah leaders. 


They, on the other hand, can- 
not retaliate in kind. They could 
not very well say that. these 
Torah scholars are not rabbis, 
for that would be denying their 
own heritage and tradition. For 
have not Rabbi Kirshblum and 
many other conservative rabbis 
been nurtured in homes where 
these learned scholars are re- 
vered and venerated? For have 
not the consciences of these men 
been disturbed by the realization 
that the Conservative homes, pri- 
mary and secondary schools have 
not been able to supply enough 
well prepared and interested stu- 
dents to enter the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary, so that the 
Censervative movement continu- 
ally has to draw 0On_ people 
trained in those very yeshivos 
which they are now attempting 
to stifle? Read Marshall Sklare’s 
book “Conservative Judaism’’). 


FACED FOR the first time 
with all of Orthodoxy drawing 
together and _ redefining the 
boundary lines of Judaism, these 
men have to resort to blackmail 
and threats of eeonomic squeeze- 
out of yeshivos if the “proper” 
psak din is not forthcoming. 

If this is the only weapon they 
can muster, Orthodoxy “can, and 
certainly will take heart and con- 
tinue along the lines they have 
already started. May the Hala- 
cha committee of the RCA bear 
these events of the past few 
weeks in mind while they wrestle 
with their consciences on the 
forthcoming psak din.

Letter From Ike’s Minis*er Shocks Reader

It is saddening and shocking 
to read the letter of Dr. Elrod, 
minister of the National Presby- 
terian church in Washington, in 
which he states he “is desperate- 
ly and earnestly pro-American 
and that political Zionism does 
violence to that concept” and 
“the German-American Bund 
was out of place in American 
life and so are Zionist American 
organizations.” 

To compare the Bund with Zi- 
onist organizations igs defama- 
tion, unintentional I am _ sure. 
The Bund was organizeq hun- 
dreds of years after Germany 
was an established world power; 
the first Zionist congress was 
a landless parliament of a land- 
less people, seeking to create a 
homeland in their ancestral land, 
convened 50 years before Israel 
was a State. I am sure Dr. Elrod 
knows the history of the Bund 
in the U.S. But does he know of 


even one American Zionist who 
Was ever suspected of subver- 
sive activities, let alone being 
investigated ,tried and convicted? 

Regarding his fear that Zion- 
ism is unAmerican, let me re- 
ming him of what Justice Bran- 
deis (was he unAmerican?) said 
long ago: 

“Let no American imagine 
that Zionism is inconsistent with 
patriotism. Multiple loyalties are 
objectionable only if they are in- 
eonsistent. A man is a_ better 
citizen of the U.S. for being a 
Joyal citizen of his state and of 
his city; for being loyal to his 
family and fo his profession or 
trade; for being loyal to his col- 
lege or lodge. Every Irish-Amer- 
ican who contributed towards 
advancing home rule was a bet- 
ter man and a better American 
for the sacrifice he made. Every 
American Jew who aids in ad- 
vancing the Jewish settlement 
in Palestine, though he feels that 
neither he nor his descendents 


will ever live there, will likewise 
be a better man and a better 
American for doing so.” 

And he also said: “Indeed, loy- 
alty to America demands that 
each American Jew be a Zionist, 
for only through the ennobling 
effect of its strivings can we de- 
velop the best that is in us and 
give America the full benefit of 
our great inhritance.” 

May I suggest that Dr. Elrod 
do some reading about the Zion- 
ist Organization of America and 
about the history of Zionism, 
Then he will learn about Zionist 
ideals and aspirations. Then he 
will learn about another man of 
God, the Reverend Mechler, whe 
was chaplain to the English em- 
bassy in Vienna when Zionism 
began ang who became one of 
the greatest advocates of Zion- 
ism and who almost worshipped 
Herzl.

Indoor rallies here and there will 
not make an impression. 

But one million New Yorkers 
taking time off from work, 
marching down Broadway to 
Times Square and saying: Six 
Million Are Enough: Arm Israel 
to Defend Itself Now!, I am sure, 
you will agree, can have a tre- 
mendous affect on the American 
public and possibly finally af- 
fect the government. 

A trickle of postal cards aren’t 
helping. American Jewry is look- 
ing for a way to act. It is frus- 
trating and unhealthy -for mil- 
lions of American Jews to remain 
unheard, We need dynamic lead- 
ership now in a great protest 
march, which I suggest, will 
have a positive affect on the 


health of the American Jewish 
community, as well as the pre- 
servation of Israel. 

I have also proposed a. boy- 
cott of Arab goods and products 
be instituteq immediately, and 
that more publicity. be given for 
the opportunity for young Jews 
to help Israel by manning their 
border settlements there. But 
this mass rally, which could be- 
come an annual Independence 
March, viz. St. Patrick’s Day, 
parade, is needeqg quick, and 
needed by American Jewry as 
well as Israel. 

I do not know who can take 
the lead. I have written the Zion- 
ists, B'nai B'rith, ete. But the 
Jewish press, you, could certain- 
ly have a decided effect in get- 
ting this thing rolling. I honest- 
ly believe the massing of hun- 
dreds of thousands of Jews in 
New York, protesting America’s 
outrageous refusal of arms to 
Israel, could be done, and done 
more easily than many would 
imagine.

Some weeks ago; when Mr. 
Bernard Richards returned from 
his trip to Israel, the American 
Jewish Congress arranged a re- 
ception for him. Richards, a vet- 
eran Zionist, hag discovered Zion 
and had fallen in love with it. 

It was one of the most touch- 
ing experiences in my life to 
watch Bernard Richards shed 
his Litvack veneer of cynicism 
and wax deeply emotional about 
the reality of present-day Israel.

Which reminds me of one of 
Margoshes’s essays:in The Day 
some time ago: the time has 
come, he argues, when non-Zion- 
ists are busy with Israel, so let 
us, Zionists, worry more about 
the Jews in the Diaspora. 

Now I see that the Lipsky- 
Levinthal - Shapiro-Monoson 
group in the Zionist Organiza-
